— Whereas a diaft of ceituin amendments 
further to amend the Second Schedule to the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), was published, as requi-

4. Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 

tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party of the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to Relax. — Where the Central Government is of

2. Amendment of Rule 5: In the National Building Orga- 
nisation (ClasN 1 and Class II posts) Recruitment Rules, 
1968 (thereinafter referred to as the said rules), for rule 5 
the following utle shall be substituted, namely: 

Disqualification : No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall he eligible for appointment to any of the posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
fiom the operation of this rule. 

3. Amendment of the Schedule : In the Schedule to the said 
rules, against item 6 relating to the post of Deputy Director 
(Design), in column 11, under the heading. 


“11-Tmnsfcr /deputation”, for the words “Architects in 
Central Public Works Department”, the words “Architects 
or other officers holding analogous posts in the Central Public 
Works Department, Military Engineering Service, Army Head- 
quarters, or other Central Government Departments” shall he 
substituted.
